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FAIRFIELD - Afcer working all night 
to clear icc jams and reduce flooding, 
people in Fairfield awoke Thursday 
morning lo tind more ruin. 

And more muddy water. 

Rain and melting snow pushed Soldier 
Creek well beyond its banks New Year’s 
-Day.- flooding one house inTalrfleld’and" 
threatening more homes in Camas and 
Gooding counties. Water levels were 
dropping Thursday night, thanks-fo cold-, 
er temperatures and the work of home- 
.. owners and offidj^. ' 

Residents worried that more rain, 
instead of snow, could renew the fI‘>od- 
ing. - • 

Icc flows jammed thehgidA<M^crc 
U.S. Highway. 20 crosseS'Soldicr C^ck 
' on the cast side of Fairfield, said Canos' 
CountyShcriff Harold Lee. 

“Soldier Creek is on the rampage," 
Lee said. The creek runs along Second 
Street through Fairfield, and was run- 
ning over the banks, he said. 

“We have between 12 and 18 inches of 
icc in there, and it’s breaking loo^, and 
backing up. We've been using explosives 
to break up and move the icc around,’’ 
Lee said. 

Fairfield Councilman Ted Sirickicr 
said workers spent about four hours 
Wednesday night blasting ice chunks 
before water started to drain past the 
bridge. 


“We had a lot of rain, and a lot of 
muddy water. It tvas kind of disheanen- 
ing - we'quit at 5 in the morning to go 
home for a few hours, but this mi)ming 
there was more water in ponding,’’ he 
said. With more hard work, the bridge 
was draining again by noon, Strickler

In the town of Soldier, two miJes north 
of Fairfield, water flooded over the creek 
banks, Lee said.

Wednesday, with only a few hours off 
early Thursday morning, Strickler said 
he felt tired, but. good. “The creek is 
starting to cut a better channel, and our 
efforts on the other culvens seem to be 
paying off, because they’re draining bet- 
ter.”

TWIN PALLS - Southern Idaho’s 
mountains already have a typic^ year’s 
worth of snow - and the snow-accumula- 
tion season isn’t even half over, accord- 
ing to Unde Sam’s snow sleuths. 

“Tlie snowpack we’re currently seeing 
is what we would expea to see in March 
or April,” said Ron Abramovich, Boise- 
bn.scd hydrologist with the feder^ snow 
survey. 

Snow^acks in the Snake River basin in 
Wyoming - where much of southern 
Idaho’s irrigation water cOmes from - are 
at 0 40-year higli for this time of year, 
Abramovich said Tltunday. 

End^of-year measurements revealed 
that snowpacks.in the Wood and Lost 
river drainages arc the biggest since 
15G5. Abramovich said! Stream basins 
_above the Oakley. reservoir.tmd.Salinonl 
Falls Creek have equaled d>12-year-old 
record for snow at this time of year, he 
said. . 

“Wc ricrcascd quite a bit in the last 
week," yi hr amOvich .said, “and we’re 
looking ift record December increases’’

New snow brought good news - and 
I bad news - to the Sun Valley Ski ^Lrca. 

I The good news is a record ambunc-.of , 
snow at a measurement site near the 
Lookout Restaurant on Bald Mountain, 
according to Sun Valley publicist Jack 
Sibbacii. 

The bad news is that higlt avalanche 
danger closed all but three of Boldy's 14 
ski lifts Tliursday. Ski runs on the Woim . 
Springs side of the mountain were open 
for bu.sincss, but the majority of runs - 
including everything in the River Run 
and' Seattle Ridge areas - were dosed. 

“We’re nut hurting for snow, b' : we ’ 
are hurting fur safe conditions,” Sibbach 
said Thursday. Even so, he was opti- 
mistic the avalanche danger would 
recede ;fs cooler temperatures supplant 
abnormally warm weather. 

The sudden surfeit. of snow has put 
southern Idaho in an enviable position 
. lor spring and summer sratef supplies, 
Abramovich said. The steady stream of 
wet, winter storms is unlikely to stop 
nhniptly, he added..

“He saw an electrical plug that hq 
belkn'cs might be the cause,” Tyree said. 

A dock radio plugged into the outlet 
-had required constant resetting - one 
sign of a loose connection. - 

However, the report was significant 
only for insurance purposes. The Buhl 
Fire Department has closed its investi- 
gation and rilled the cause unknown 
and aeddemai, Tyree said. 

Buhl firefighters discovered a ciga- 
rette liglitcr under a hide-a bed. They 
suspected the. fire had started around 
the bed, tliree feet away from the outlet 
in question, Tyree said.. 

Whatever the cause, grandmother 
and homeowner LaDonna Seeley said 
she will use insurance money to 'repair 
the house and then sell it. - -

BOISE (AP) — Unemployment 
in Idaho last year dropped to a 
record low 5 percent, but the 
Department of Labor on Thursday 
said the state’s slowing economy 
• will push the jobless rate upward 
this year and next. 

“Idaho is a good, strong econo- 
my, particularly in terms of 
employment, but we think it’s 
slovring down in terms of growth',’’ 
analyst Jim Adams told the joint 
legislative committee. assessing - 
Idaho’s economic prospects. 

After dropping a tenth'of a 
-point-below-the-old-record-set-in — 
1939, the unemployment rate will 
edge back up to 5.1 percent in 
19.97 and to'5.3 pcrccnt.in 1993,
